On more than one occasion it will be in the remem- 
brance of our readers that we have felt it to be our 
duty to direct our remarks to the war cloud which, 
commencing in Italy, seems to be overspreading 
France, and is, at this moment, threatening our 
peaceful shores with all the horrors of invasion; we 
have, at the same time, felt it to be our duty to im- 
press on Government the necessity that exists for the 
immediate formation of a corps of volunteers in 
Ireland, to provide for our safety in any contingency 
that may arise, and for the purpose of averting even 
the remotest chance of England’s risking the loss of 
one of the brightest and most valuable jewels in her 
triple diadem; but, at the same time that we so ex- 
pressed ourselves, we little knew that the catastrophe 
had become'un fait accompli, that the idee Napoleonne 
had established itself with us, alongside Magna Charta, 
HabeasCerpus,and other well-tried and time-honoured 
institutions, and that a despotism worthy only of an 
Austrian or Russian regime was quietly and imper- 
ceptibly domesticated amongst us, almost without a 
struggle or a groan. We confess that for many 
years of our lives we have lived entertaining the old- 
fashioned notions that an Englishman's house was 
his castle, despite of the annual visits of the tax-col- 
lector; that freedom of the press was a recognised 
fact in Great Britain; and that paramount above all 
our other privileges and liberties was the birth-born 
right of every subject of our Sovereign Lady the 
Queen to express his or her opinion on any subject 
and of any official, from the Prime Minister to the 
parish beadle, so long as he or she kept within the 
operations of the law of libel. And so universally has 
thisopinion of ours been shared by our fellow-citi- 
zens that the disposition to fault-finding has long been 
recognised asa distinctive feature of the Anglo-Saxon 
temperament, and throughout the world John Bull 
has earned for himself the proud privilege of being 
considered as but a unit in a most extensive and 
widely-spread family—the grumblers. So entirely 
does this feeling pervade our entire constitution, 
that we find every board giving periodical accounts of 
their stewardship; each Member of Parliament avail- 
ing himself of every opportunity to meet his consti- 
tuents, and face to face submitting his conduct to 
their investigation. And in so doing he but imitates 
the example set him by the Ministers of the Crows; 
to whose safe keeping the dignity, honour, and well- 
being of our country is entrusted. To this wide- 

spread, universally-recognised, and acted-upon sys- 
tem, however, we now find that there is one bright 
and particular exception, and that is the Commis- 
sioners for the Administration of the Poor Laws in 
Ireland, 

We insert in another part of our columns the cor- 
respondence that first opened our eyes to the halluci- 
nation under which we, in common, we dare to say, 
with many of our readers, have so long laboured. 
From it will be learned, now for the first time, that, 

in addition to the many other drawbacks to his posi- 

tion, the Irish Surgeon, a gentleman by edncation 

and position, in accepting a situation under the 

Poor Laws, sacrifices his independence, and forfeits 
his prescriptive right, as a free-born British subject, 

to express any opinion that may be construed or 

tortured into sentiments distasteful to the 

autocrats who hold their court in the Custom-house. 

His judgment is to be strictly confined to 


unconstitutional 


British subjects; and, unlessthe British Senate have 
changed greatly in their love for freedom of thought 
and independence of action, we fancy that this 
said letter of the Poor Law Commissioners will, on 
an early occasion, receive that consideration to which 
it is so eminently entitled, and that an expression of 
opinion will be elicited from which they will learn 
that the time has not yet arrived when our liberties 
can be frittered away by the breath of official 
, or that British-born medical officers can be 
subjected to the knout of bureaucratic despotism. 


We remind the electors of Mountjoy Ward, that the 
election for an Alderman to represent the ward will 
take place on Friday next, at 15, Upper Sackville-street, 
commencing at 9 a.m., and closing at 4 p.m.

The Times on the Roman Catholic University :--- 
The Irish “ Catholic University,” which consists, we 
believe, at present of about thirty professors and three 
pupils, has just received another fervid puff from the 
earnest loquacity of its founder. Archbishop Cullen’s 
mind is one of those which require a daily vent of some 
kind or another. imes it is an anathema, some- 
times an encomium, but talk the zealous old gentleman 
must : his constitution requires it. 

The Irish “ Catholic University” is called by some the 
“Cullen University.” The name of an institution does 
not much signify, but the type of an institution is a 
serious matter. This “Catholic” or this “Cullen” 
University is pitched in the Irish arena against the 
Queen’s Colleges ; it has not made much way as yet, 
and, in fact, only seems to be kept going at all by these 
annual Archiepiscopal puffs, and by forced levies, which 
involve a great strain and effort. It has not yet shown 
the slightest signs of taking root, and when we examine 
its type and fundamental conception we can feel no 
surprise at this want of success. It is the offspring 
of a theory. The Queen’s Colleges are certainly 
not so popular as they might be, but they have a 
real foundation in fact ; they were erected for the 
liberal, sensible, matter-of-fact object of supplying 
sound secular knowledge. This was a conspicuous want 
in Ireland, and it was provided for by the institutions 
specially adapted to it, and not pretending to any other 
than this very simple aim. That is what we calla 
basis of fact. The Irish “ Catholic University,” on the 
other hand, is a religious, scientific, ethical experiment. 
Its design is of the revivalist kind; it is meant to revive 


dern science, knowledge, and, in a certain sense, 
liberality. This modern element of the mixture is, 
indeed, put forward—as the popular ingredient 
always is when there is a conscious reserve uuder- 
neath—rather obtrusively- than not; it is flaunted 
in the face of the public with all sorts of grand 
flourishes, and the professorial staff, having a good 
deal of time on their hands, write at a great rate 
about fluids and gases, and atoms and acids, about vol- 
canic theories and tidal theories, and many other things 
—papers which, probably, would not stand a very severe 
test, but still show enough acquaintance with the scien- 
tific literature of the day to look r table. Mean- 
time, underneath this beautiful versatility and flexibt- 
lity of standard, and all the fashionable airs and liber- 
ties of modernism, there is supposed to be growing up 
the true severe mediwval type, rigid ism, 
absolute obedience, ultramontanism, Jesuitism, and 
the rest. There is, of course, a of 
“show off’ in these attempted combinations. “ We 
are so comprehensive, so broad, so large, so wide 
we include everything ; we send away nothing because 
we cannot manage it; we are the lords of truth, and 
harmonise all oppositions and conciliate all rivalries.” 
These fine flourishing airs and graces of intellectyal con- 
quest will raise a smile in those who know how differ- 
ently things look on paper and on actual trial. These 
combinations have been the dreams of many minds ever 
since knowledge or education existed ; they generally 
work themselves out on the real trial—if they ever get 
one—very differently from the original plan in the brain 
of the deviser. 

The question, then, is, whether the respectable and 
educated Roman Catholics of Ireland will prefer the 
institution of fact to the institution of theory ; whether 
they will chose to send their sons to a geod plain school 
of education, which professes a very single and simple 
object, and which does what it professes to do well, 
or whether they will prefer sending them to be made 
the subjects of curious experiment, and to be turned 
out beautiful specimens of an inward and outward 
formation—finished schoolmen of the 12th century 
within, and magnificent professors of modern 
science without. The parents may, if they like, 
send them to be passed through this /curious and 
interesting crucible, but we doubt whether they 
will regard the prospect as sufficiently promising. They 
know perfectly well the issue ef the system of the 
Queen’s Colleges; these institutions have plain straight- 
forward aims, and plain straightforward results, which 
everybody is acquainted with ; but what sort of ware 
the other institution will make of its pupils, what oddi- 
ties, curiosities, antiquated modernisms, and compounds 
of brass and clay they will beturned out after undergoing 
that transformation, nobody knows; and the unknown is 
not attractive on such a practical subject. Should the 
parents send them to be formed upon this new method, 
and should they unhappily leave it rather queerspecimens 
of young men, full of hidden truths which separate them in 
feeling from the world around them, and inspired with 
the imagination that their fanction and mission in life is 
to embody the philosophy of Duns Scotus in the form of 
the 19th century—should this be the result, it would be 
small consolation to respectable hereditary Roman Ca- 
tholics that the theory of the scheme of education was 
perfect, and was the most beautiful combination of con- 
tradictories that had yet been known in the world. An 
old schoolman was a grand fellow in his way; he saw 
through a brick wall even too me he had 
gained an accurate acquaintance with the heights and 
depths of the universe, with every scale of creation, 
from the empyrean to the abyss of Tartarus, 
which a poet might envy. He was a natural 
character in his own age. But an experimental 
revival of him by an educational theorist, the re-ap- 
pearance of him as the “brilliant conception” of a 
modern intellectualist upon the present stage of the 
world, talking physical science, aping the Baconian 
philosopher, giving himself out as a regular modern al! 
over, and living intelleetually in the very thick of the 
fashion, is about as ludicrous an anachronism as one 
could wish to see.

No foreign Government has the least reason to take 
offence at our present armaments. They are exclu- 
sively and plainly for defence alone. We have scarcely 
added a man to our regular army. We have been 
raising coast brigades, coast artillery, coast volunteers, 
and, finally, rifle companies for home service. The 
very e se of the organisation is borne by the 
Volunteers themselves, and the subscriptions offered 
for this purpose constitute no slight proof of the sin- 
cerity of the public feeling. The object, in fact, is 
a purely domestic one. We wish to place our homes in 
absolute security. It matters not discussing the chances 
or the sources of danger. After the events of the last 
few years it is clear enough that we could no longer pre- 
sume upon safety in any course which affairs might take, 
and we therefore provide ourselves with an unfailing 
guarantee. That is the whole history of the movement, 
and it is calculated, we verily believe, to promote the 
maintenance of peace more effectually than any measure 
which could have been adopted. 


The Daily News on the effect of the War between 


Spain and Morocco on the supplies of Malta :— 

According to telegraphic advices from Madrid, the 
embarkation of the army destined to operate against the 
Moors had commenced, so that ina few days we may 
expect news of the gpening of the campaign. When 
this takes place, a practical question will present itself 
for solution. How is Gibraltar to receive its supplies, 
if the African coast of the Straits is to be put 
under general blockade? This is a question enter- 
tained and discussed with some solicitude in the fortress 
itself; for immediately on the scene of action we are 
apt to take more extreme views of our position 
than a calm consideration may actual justify. 
Nevertheless, it is not to be denied that, while there is 
an important question of war to be decided between 
Spain and Morocco, there is an important question of 
supply to be solved at Gibraltar itself. The whole 
British territory adjoining the town and fortifications 
produces, it is well known, next to nothing. Gibraltar 
is not very incorrectly termed “ The Rock ;” ifthe high 
land is susceptible of cultivation, in point of iact it is 
waste. Even the animals it contains are chiefly 
wild, and we believe there are more inedible apes 
on the Rock than all the rest of the living crea- 
tures it supports. Gibraltar, therefore, is wholly 
dependent on foreign supply for a population of 16,000, 
independently of the troops in the garrison. Its chief 
markets have generally been Tangiers, Ceuta, and Oran; 
and it has been much more dependent upon the African 
than the European coast for corn, vegetables, and fruit. 
If therefore the Spanish Government intend to maintain 
a blockake of those three Moorish ports, which is, per- 
haps, just as much as their ships of war would enable 
them to do, Gibraltar must seek its supplies in some 
other quarter. 

The importance of Gibraltar to us is now manifestly 
on the increase. Circumstances may arise in which 
Gibraltar end Malta will be more indispensable positions 
to us than they have been before. Many considerations 
make us solicitous that no event shall compromise the 
safety of either fortress ; but in the meantime the minor 
question is suggested by the hungry stomachs in 
Gibraltar, whence they shall derive their necessary 
supplies ? The high prices and distress which the pre- 
sent war will occasion in that dependency willl render us 
the more anxious to procure the termination of this 
war as soon as possible. | 

THEATRE ROYAL. 

Last evening, Mr. and Mrs. Charles Kean appeared in 
Lovell’s play, ‘‘ The Wife’s Secret.” The house was densely 
crowded, and with a most fashionable audience, there being 
hardly standing room in any part of it for a dozen persons at 
the close of the first act. We can bardly wonder at the great in- 
terest which the public take in this play, for it refers to one of 
the most eventful periods of English history, and is essentially 
of a domestic character, in which two of the master passions 
of the buman heart are powerfully develeped—namely, anger 
and jealousy, passions in the representation of which, it may be 
observed, Mr. Kean particularly excels. The principal characters 
in this play are those of Sir Walter Aymott, a colenel in the 
Parliamentary service, by Mr. Kean; and of Lady Eveline 
Aymott, by Mrs. Kean. But from the nature of the play, the 
ability of the former is evoked much more than that of the 
latter. It has often been remarked, by those inclined severely 
to criticise the acting of Mr. Kean, that bis representation of 
anger is exaggerated, and untrue to nature ; but it should be 
recollected that there is no standard by which the exhibition 
of any passion can be measured, and especially is this true of 
the one in question, for no two men have ever felt or dis- 
played it alike, nor has, perhaps, thelsame man ever been influ- 
enced by it alike on any two occasions in his life. 
However this may be, we are sure that we express the judg- 
ment of most of those who had the pleasure of seeing Mr. 
Kean in the above character last night, when we say that it 
has selcom, if ever, been more faithfully and efficiently repre- 
sented. Mr, Kean’s ability was, perhaps, most strikingly 
displayed in the third act, in which the infidelity of Lady 
Eveline is suspected and almost established; and the pecu- 
liarlv natural acting of Mrs. Kean best exhibited in the con- 
cluding act, when her innrcence is established and the sus- 
picions of her husbaad dissipated for ever. At the termina- 
tion of the piece these justly popular actors were called before 
the scene and heartily applauded by the entire audienee. The 
entertainment of the evening concluded by the burlesque of 
“ The Maid and the Magpie,” in which the several characters 
were well sustained, and afforded much amusement.

RIBBONISM IN THE COUNTY LOUTH. 


Notwithstanding all the exertions of Dean Kieran, 
P.P. of Dundalk, some twelve months ago, to eradicate 
from that towa and neighbourhood the foul stain of Rib- 
bonism, still the fell spirit of that murderous system 
lurks in Louth, and, it would appear, in the very heart 
of Dundalk, amongst such classes as are usually con- 
nected with the confederation. Anarticlein the Dun- 
dalk Democrat of Saturday last, the 19th instant, states 
that the Very Rev. Dr. Kieran announced uo his congre- 
gation, after twelve o'clock mass on the previous Sunday 
that he had succeeded in inducing the “ Redemptorist Fa 
thers” to give a missionin Dundalk during the approach- 
ing Advent, and that he exhorted his hearers to make all 
the necessary preparations for profiting by it. Dr. Kieran 
must be presumed to know a good deal in reference to 
the existence of the nefarious combination in his own 
immediate parish, at least; and here are his words 
quoted from the newspaper alluded to, which is the 
principal organ of the Roman Catholics of the county 
of Louth :—' The Very Rev. Dean then proceeded to 
describe the state of immorality in several parts of 
the town. He pictured in powerful language the vice 
of Ribbonism, and said it was not extirpated from Dun- 
dalk. At the first mission, in 1852, the Ribbonmen 


'deceived them by coming to their religious duties 


and after the lapse of a short time returning to 
their old course. Another chance would now be given 
them to forsake their criminal conduct, and if they 
did not embrace it, and abandon their evil ways, 
he would ask permission from the Primate to 
denounce them by name from the Pulpit. From 
this it is clear that the snake has been only 
“scotched, not killed ;” and although. the surface of 
society appears comparatively calm, there is yet lying 
beneath secret machinations, and the “ wild spirit of re- 
venge,” which, when necessity may require, may bring 
forth Ribbouism as rampant as ever. It is only a few 
months ago that a brutal murder was committed rt 
Arvagh, in@a neighbouring county, upon a poor un- 
offending young man, named Forbes, who had been at 
Cavan town for the pu of registering himeelf as 
a candidate for the constabulary. When returning home 
he was set upon by a party of ruffians, who beat him to 
death. What appears most extraordinary is, that a car 
passed at the time with three persons on it, and the lad 
—he was only sixteen years of age—called upon them 
to save him, but they took no heed. Speaking of this 
circumstance, the Cavan Observer remarks—“ The brate 
who owned the car drove home, passing a police-barrack 
on his way, without mentioning the matter to the con- 
stabulary, and afterwards the parties denied all know - 
ledge of the murderers.

re-enter into occupancy of same, annexing the depart- 
ments of Timber, Umbria, and the marches of Ancona 
to the empire of France,” &c.&c. England proceeded 
to occupy Sicily and Portugal on behalf of the Houses 
of Braganza and Bourbon, and all Europe ultimately 
came to the rescue. The treaty of Villafranca points to 
a Tilsit engagement between France and Austria, to 
hold Italy between them, if Congress can be got to 
sanction that scheme. 


It is gratifying to learn that already the central towns 
of Italy and the seaports of Leghorn and Genva have 
entered on vast commercial arrangements, and that 
business of every kind has had an impulse from the re- 
moval of the plaguy custom barriers that rendered 
Parma, Modena, Lombardy, and Romagna, inaccessible 
from the Meditrranean seaboard. The port of Trieste 
feels this already, and Venice is going still farther to 
decay, having no outlet for its imports into the north- 
ern provinces of the land it geographically belongs to. 
It will be utterly impossible to reconstruct these old 
barriers, and any restoration of the old incumbrances 
will meet perpetual and dogged resistance, not merely 
on political but on trading grounds. The fiscal ob- 
stacles to industry and the development of the general 
resources are now seen so palpably that a return to pro- 
tectionist rule would be scouted on all sides. 

Last Sunday, at Munich, in the local Greek church, 
was married a Russian celebrity well known in London 
circles, Ivan Golovine, whose proceedings at Turin got 
him leave of absence from Piedmont, as well as from 
Berlin.

The itinerant professionals, theatres, eoncerts, cir- 
cuses, and lectures, seem to have a ken of the moneyed 
harvest Galway is reaping this autumn and winter, and 
seem determined to be the gleaners, for the towns are 
literally crowded with these, holding the mirror, as they 
do, up to nature and fun, and thereby abstracting the 
stray shilling from the well-to-do farmer, labourer, and 
mechanic’s pocket.

Church in Hungary in the same position as it was before 
the year 1848. A vastcrowd assembled round the house 
in which the “Convent” was held, but the public peace 
was not disturbed, as no troops made their appearance.* 
In order that Government should clearly understand 
that the Roman Catholics in Hungary make common 
cause with the Protestants, several influential members 
of the two confessions dined together at Miskolcz. 
During the repast the Catholic priests drank to the 
Protestant clergy, and the latter did not fail to return 
the compliment. Among the toasts given were, “ The 
Primate of Hungary” and “The Archbishop of Erlau 
(M. von Barakovics) ;” and the health of the latter— 
who spoke with extreme candour to the Archduke Al- 
brecht during the great banquet at Gran—was drunk 
with enthusiastic applause. After reading the foregoing 
you may be inclined to fancy shat there will soon be an 
outbreak in Hungary ; but men who know the exact 
state of the country aver that there will be no distur- 
bances. Passive resistance will be carried to the utmost, 
and it is to be foreseen that it will be difficult to get in 
the takes except in the way of execution. The Hun- 
garians are now so much excited against the Govern- 
ment that many of them wish for a complete separation 
from Austria, but the leading politicians in the kingdom 
are said to require little more than antonomy ininternal 
matters. The Pesth students are likely to escape with 
a reprimand, as their deputation came to Vienna with 
the knowledge, if not with the consent, of Count Haller, 
the Adlatus of the Governor-General of the kingdom. 
The Neusohler “ Seniorate’ met a few days ago, and, 
after a warm discussion, which lasted about six hours, 
it was resolved to accept the provisional ordinances re- 
lative to the Protestants, “and humbly to thank his 
Majesty for his patent of the 1st of September.” Neusohl, 
which was once the residence ot Matthias Corvinus, 
isone of the Royal “mining cities” (Berg-Stedt), and 
consequently more dependent on the Government 
than the other Hungarian towus. On the 17th inst. the 
representatives of the Hebrew community at Perth 
had an audience of the Archduke Albrecht, who gave 
them to understand that the Jewish emancipation 
question would be “ speedily and satisfactorily settled.”

Every one seems to feel that the Minister of Finance 
““has made himself impossible,” but unfortunately for 
Austria she has no statesman who is able to take his 
place. It is whispered in military circles that an offieer 
of high rank will be called te account for his manage- 
ment of the Commissariat Department during the war. 
He is generally accused of having accepted “douceurs” 
from the purveyors of stores, but it remains to be seen 
whether the charge is well founded. 


It may be considered certain that Russia and Prussia 
will not attend the Congress without England. 


The following news of the 12th inst. has been re- 
ceived from Constantinople. The camps at Sophia and 
Shumla have been raised. The Journal de Constanti- 
nople declares that the Porte has not definitively prohibi- 
ted the construction of a canal across the Isthmus of 
Suez. Out of 41 conspirators five were condemned to 
death, 13 to hard labour for life, eight to prolonged, 
and nine to eck peas ofimprisonment. The Sultan 
at once commuted the sentence of the men condemned 
to death. The screw gunboat Intrepid stranded as it 
was returning from Volo with Sir H. Bulwer on board. 
It is related at Constantinople that the submarine cable 
broke while being laid between Candia and Alexandria, 
at some 70 miles from the last mentioned place.— Times’ 
Correspondent. 


Sever® Gate or Winp at Matta.—Our correspon- 
dent at Malta reports, under date of the§i 6th of Novem- 
ber, a strong gale of wind from the northward and east- 
ward to have prevailed from the night of the 11th to 
noon on the 14th, andthe arrival at that on the 
15th of some 20 vessels under average, and the loss of 
two—nawmely, the Heart of Oak, J. M. Polybank master, 
with beans and cotton, from Alexandria Liverpool, 
abandoned off Malta on the 14th, with 7 feet of water in 
her hold, rudder gone, and sinking fast, whose captain 
and crew, 12 in number, had been picked up soon after, 
and carried into Malta on the 15th by the Sardinian 
brig San Nicola, G. B. Denegri master, from Odessa; and 
the bark Cockerills, Cockerill master, abandoned on the 
14th off Malta, in lat. 36 N., long. 13 E., also in asinking 
state, the captainand crew of which latter had likewise 
been picked up and carried into Malta by the Neapoli- 
tan brig Indifferente, M. Romano master,from Berdianski, 
bound to Messina. At sunset on the 15th of November 
the telegraph station at Gozo reported an English barque, 
bearing south west, making signals of distress. 
French Messageries Imperiales steam et Jourdain, 
from Smyrna and Syria, which made ta on the night 
of the 10th, ran for shelter from the gale under the lee 
of the island, and did not reach harbour with her mails 
until the morning of the 15th.

Mr. Thorpe, in support of his motion, 
said he had raised this question before, but was then met 
with the argument that the new system had not been 
sufticiently long in operation, and that he should wait 
six months or so before any settled opinion could be 
formed about it. Well, he had waited six months, and 
he thought he was quite entitled to obtain the informa- 
tion which he now sought. 

Mr. Dixon remarked, that as it had been held out at 
the time that the new dietary would have a very im- 
rtant effect, he thought it was perfectly fair for Mr. 
orpe to ascertain whether the effects contemplated 
had been realised ; and the giving of that information 
could not be supposed to involve the question as to 
whether they should return to the former dietary. On 
these grounds he would second Mr. Thorpe’s motion. 
Mr. Crawford, P.L.L, observed that the provision 
check sheets for each week showed exactly the number 
on each dietary.

himself and those members of the board who thought it 
would result beneficially to the union. He did not 
think, however, that sufficient time had yet elapsed to 
enable them to decide upon the question, for it took 
more time than was generally imagined to get a new 
system into practical operation. It was their duty to 
see that the mortality of the house was as low as possi- 
ble, even among the very oldest inmates ; for no matter 
what the age of one might be, it was their duty to con- 
tinue hig life as long as they were able. He had no ob- 
jection, he repeated, to the inquiry, but he thought they 
would be only stultifying themselves by applying to the 
Commissioners for information as to the working of the 
house. He would, therefore, suggest that Mr. Thorpe 
should allow a little more time to pass before pressing 
his motion. 

Some further general discussion then took place upon

COURT OF QUEEN’S BENCH—Yusrenrpar.

The mother of the child, 
upon learning the nurse’s name, went where the nurse 
resided, to Saggart, and demanded her child. She was 
informed by the nurse that the child was not in her 

session, as, a strange woman, whom she did not 
now, came to her a few days previously, with 
a letter purporting to be from Miss Aylward, the 
president of the Orphanage, asking to havé the 
child sent into town to her, as she wanted to see her, 
and apologising to the nurse for taking the child 
so soon from her, but informing her that she would 
soon send her another. The mother, being so com- 
pletely baffled in obtaining possession of the girl, 
informed her attorney, Mr. John Martin, of the circum- 
stance, and upon the application ef counsel the court 
granted a writ of habeas corpus to issue against Miss 
Alyward, holding that she being the person ia whese 
care the child had been originally placed, she was 
legally responsible for its custody, and could not 
shift that responsibility by alleging she gave it 
over to thecustody of others, and did not know where the 
infant was. Yesterday was the day fixed for her return 
to the writ, and the ease was looked ferward to with 
much interest. 

Mr. Justice Hayes stated the other judges who heard 
the case argued were sitting in error, but the full court 
might sit in the course of the day, when the return 
could be handed in. TK 

The court did not sit, as the judges were sitting in the 
Court of Error during the day. 


COURT OF COMMON PLEAS.—Yesterpar. 
( Before the Full Court.) 
Tingey v. Roxby. 

This case, which was partially heard on the previous 
day, was proceeded with at the sitting of the court. . It 
was a motion on the part of the plaintiff’s attorney, Mr. 
Rosenthal, to make Mr. Bindon Scott, the defendant's 
attorney, liable on foot of a personal rantee which 
he had given for the payment of the plaintiff's demands, 
amounting to a sum of £110 10s., debt and costs. 

Mr. Cox having concluded the opening of Mr. 
Rosenthal’s case, 

Mr. Exham proceeded to reply on the part of Mr. 
Bindon Scott, who, he stated, had been put to an immen- 
sity of expense and trouble in relaying the proceeds of 
Captain Roxby’s commission, which jproceeds the cap- 
tain himself had disbursed, leaving in his attorney's 
hands a sum insufficient to pay his own costs and ad- 
vances. 

Mr. Armstrong, Q.C., also ap with Mr. Cox, 
and Mr. Sullivan, Q.C., with Mr. Exham, but the court 
did not think it necessary to hear these tlemen. 

The Chief Justice said that they were of opinion that 
Mr. Scott had unfortunately, with the purest intention, 
made himself liable to Mr. Rosenthal, on foot of this 
guarantee. The demand was for £110 10s., but they 
would reduce that sum, by allowing the £45 which had 
been already paid by Mr. Scott, and which Mr. Rosenthal 
had improperly applied to part payment of Tingey’s 
and Ramsey’s debts. Each party should abide his own 
costs. 

Vahy v. the Guardians of the Claremorris Union. 

This was a motion for an order on the Taxing Mas- 
ter to review the taxation of the costs incurred in this 
suit by Mr. Charles Kelly, who acted as the attorney of 
the defendants. The action was brought by 
the plaintiff on foot of a contract for milk. 
which he had supplied, from time to time, for the 
use of the Claremorris Union Workhouse, and he claimed 
‘to be entitled to a sum of £134, out of which the 
guardians lodged in court £80, but disputed his right to 
the balance. The pleadings and defences in the case 
were of a very complicated and voluminous character, 
but the trial resulted in the plaintiff obtaining a verdict 
for the full amount of his demand. Mr. Kelly, who 
acted as attorney for the defendants througheut the 
proceedings, is himself the vice-chairman of the 
board of guardians, and was stated to have pre- 
sided et a meeting of the board when a resolution 
was unanimously passed, voting him a sum of 150/. in 
discharge of all the costs he had incurred, after allowing 
credit for the moneys advanced to him from tjme to time. 
The auditor of the union, when he came to examine the 
accounts, refused this item, on the ground that the costs 
had not been taxed. Mr. Keliy then went into the office 
and had the costs taxed by Mr. Gartland, the taxing 
officer ; but the Commissioners appealed from his taxa- 
tion to Mr. Callis, who dí Trail with Mr. Gartland, inas- 
much as he only allowed the costs of three counsel, which 
is the ordinary number allowed by the rules of the court, 
in place, it was contended, of allowing the costs of 
the five counsel who had been engaged in the case. 
The question at first appeared to turn on the construc- 
tion of two letters which had passed between the defen- 
dantsand Mr. Kelly, as to the employntent of counsel 
and which the court seemed to think warranted Mr. 
Kelly in employing five, in place of only three counsel ; 
but, in the course of the case, Judge Christian threw out 
that Mr. Kelly,even though he had received instruc. 
tions to employ more than three eounsel, was bound to 
state to his clients, which he did not appear to have done, 
that, in any event, they would be obliged to pay thead- 
ditional costs. 

The case stands for this morning, when Mr. Callis wil] 
be interrogated by the court, as to the precise grounds 
upon which he.only allowed the costs of three counsel.

Police Futelligence. 


CAPEL-STREET OF FICE— YESTERDAY. 

STEALING aN Ass.—Edward M‘Donnell was brought 
up in custody of Police-constable 167 D, charged with having 
stolen an ass from Thomas M‘Corvan, of Portarlington, 
Queen’s County. The owner identified the animal, and the 
prisoner was committed for tiial to the city sessions. 

A Rerormatory Case.—A boy, named Thomas 
Pigott, was charged with stealing 10s., the property of his 
employer, a baker in Francis-street It appears that the pri- 
soner was a messenger, and used to round with the 
apprentice when delivering bread. The latter left him in char 
of the cart in Exchequer-street, and when he returned to it he 
found him meddling with a sack in which the money 
had been put. He suspected that the prisoner had taken it, 
but said nothing about it until he went to his employer's, 
when, not finding the money, he accused the prisoner with 
taking it. The prisoner, however, had then absconded, but 
on his arrest, admitted his guilt, and stated that he had lost 
the money in a gambling-house.—He was sentenced to im- 
prisonment for fourteen days, and then to be sent to the re- 
formatory for four years. 

Tug Baxers’ Case.—Considerable interest was mani- 
fested yesterday, at the hearing of this case, the court being 
densely crowded by the friends and acquaintances of the 
accused parties. ‘The interest, too, was heigthened from the 
belief that the assault in question arose from combination, 
and was the result of the existing differences between the 
operative bakers and the employers. 

Mr. Dowse, Q.C., accompanied by Mr. Edward Reynolds, 
solicitor, appeared for the prosecutor: and Mr, Charles Fitz- 

erald, jun., for the prisoners, Peter Duggan, James Tobin, 
Baniel Carroll, George Stephens, James Fleming, and James 
Duggan. 

Patrick Kavanagh, the prosecutor, was examined at a con- 
siderable length by Mr. Dowse, and corrected his first infor- 
mation in regard to the name of one of the prisoners; he 
said that he was a journeyman baker, that thers had been 
thfee societies connected with their trade, but that they had 
been amalgamated lately; there is a strike at present 
among the men; two of the men in Mr. Gibney’s employ- 
ment had left it on account of the strike, but he remained in 
it; before the assault was committed on him last Saturda 
in lower Stephen-street, there was a country baker wit 
him, named Mooney; Stephen's said to him when they 
met, “ Where is the countryman till I strike him ;” witness 
said he was not a countryman; then said Stephens ; ‘You are 
no man, to work with a countryman ;’’ the several prisoners 
were present at the time ef the assault; could not say 
whether during the time Stephens had done anything to save 
him; Tobin, however, when he saw one of the men strike him, 
caught hold of him, apparently for the purpose of taking him 
away; he did not strike him; Mooney was with witness when 
he first saw the men, but he told him to go away, and he did 
so; he did not take any part in the matter; witness is in 
Dublin about 14 years, but is aware of Mooney being in 
Dublin only about a fortnight. 

Cross-examined by Mr. Fitzgerald—Tobin could not have 
prevented the first blow, but aftr that he did his best to 
prevent any one striking me, or me striking any o-e; he 
stood between me and the other men; one or two of them 
were very violert, and used language very much calculated 
to irritate and proveke me ; they were not tipsy, na * 
perhaps, James Duggan ; witness himself was quite sober ; he 
went through Lower Stephen-street on the occasion because 

he had business in William-street; did not think that the 
prisoners had waylaid him to give him a beating; he did not 
communicate with any of the master | akers, except with bis 
employer, Mr. Gibney ; his wages was £1 12s. a week ; it was 
Mr. Gibiey who employed Mr. Reynolds and counsel ; it was 
James Fleming who had hold of the iren bar in the s in 
Stephen-street ; did net challenge any of the men to ght, 
though he had his coat off for the purpese of defending him- 
self ; he was struck twice before he took off his coat.

Alicia Farrell, of 25, Lower Stephen-street, deposed that 
she wasin her shop when the row occurred betucen the 
bakers in the street; saw Duggan, Stephens, and ‘lobin 
there ; some of them rushed into the shop; Tobin did all he 
ceald tomake peace between the part es ; did not see Duggan 
strike any one; it was Stephens who took the bar of iron from 
ter husband s hand, and the latter said he would not let hem 
remain in the shop. 

Cross-examined by Mr. Fitzgerald—Duggan was the m:n 
who ran into the shop first, and the other two after him; oi: 
of the men gave him a blow, but could not say which it was. 

Mr. O’Brien, master baker, of Leinster-street, was the: 
examined, and deposed that five of the men im the dock 
were in his employment up to last Saturday ; Duggan, how- 
ever was not; some time previously, when he was giving a 
week’s notice to men, Tobin and Carroll told him that if
